Where 
less than one-third has been paid, 
the owner may proceed to recover

FHXNHOSE who are concerned 
| with the vital question of 

recruitment into the fur- 
nishing industry will find food for 
thought in a report by the Totten- 
ham Medical Officer of Health on 
a recent survey of shop premises 
in the borough and the occu- 
pational health needs of their 
staffs. 

The report says that although 
conditions of health and welfare 
in shops have improved during 
recent years many improvements 
are still desirable. It suggests that 
any future industrial health ser- 
vice should be extended to 
include supervision of the health 
of the shop assistant and advo- 
cates research into such special 
stresses of a shop assistant’s life 
as fatigue and causes of break- 
down in health. It also proposes 
that means should be available 
for voluntary periodic health 
overhauls of shop employees. 

This question of the health of 
the employee, so often over- 
looked, is one which should not 
be neglected in the conduct of an 
efficient business, for time lost

It is impossible to give a com 
plete national picture of the training 
facilities available to the industry 
without taking some sort of a census 
of every region in which furniture 
manufacture is carried on, The 
result of this dispersal of effort is 
that although ever more facilities 
for further training are being made 
available, each region is developing 
along individual lines and men for 
the higher supervisory and manage 
ment grades are being trained on a 
hand-to-mouth basis Yet without 
a good supply of well-trained men 
for these grades the industry cannot 
progress as it should, 


Status Affected 


This subject affects not only the 
progre and efficiency of the 
industry, but its status as well. Many 
complaints can be heard of the 
quality of recruits to the trade, and 
the difficulty of finding suitable men 
for the higher posts. Much of the 
trouble is due to the lack of incen 
tive for ambitious young men to 
enter the industry 

We cannot es the conclusion 
that there is only one remedy: the 
establishment of a responsible body 
to fix professional standards of 
training which can be recognised 
both inside and outside the industry

In short, we need an Institute of 
Furniture, 

Considerable effort is already 
being made towards this end. The 
matter has been discussed by the 
Furniture Committee of the London 
and Home Counties Regional Ad 
visory Council for Higher Techno 
logical Education, and a number of 
manufacturers, technical college 
representatives and so on are striv- 
ing to arouse interest in it 3ut 
they lack support from the body of 
the industry, 


Basis Must Be National 


If the efforts are to succeed they 
must be made on a national basis. 
Representatives of the whole in- 
dustry must reach agreement on the 
form of such an Institute, its mem- 
bership, and the form of an educa 
tional programme or syllabus on 
which an acceptable qualification 
can be based. 

There are three bodies concerned 
with the industry nationally: they 
are the British Furniture Manu 
facturers’ Federated Associations, 
the Furniture Makers’ Guild, and the 
Furniture Development Council. 

The B.i*.M, is primarily interested 
in manufacturers’ problems as pro 
ducers, and represents the majority 
of manufacturers in the country, It 
is probably the best able to collate 
their opinions on any subject, includ 
ing this one, and to interest them in 
the project. 

On the other hand, the Furniture 
Makers’ Guild, though of a restricted 
menybership, not all manufacturers,

is committed to studying the welfare 
of the industry and its status, Such 
an effort to raise the industry’s 
status as the formation of an Insti- 
tute must, it seems, receive its active 
support Indeed, several of its 
members, individually, are among 
those who are working to this end. 


Development of the industry's 
efficiency is the province of the 
FDA and any attempt to raise 
the industry’s professional standards 
must receive that body’s support 
The F.D.C. does, in fact, appear to 
be interested in the establishment 
of an Institute 


If these three bodies were to get 
together the ground could be pre- 
pared for the regular establishment 
of an Institute by Act of Parliament 
But first there must be the demand 
from their members. It is, in fact, 
the responsibility of the individuals 
who are comprised in the industry as 
a whole 


Membership or Diploma 


An Institute would reward prac- 
tical and theoretical qualification by 
membership or diploma, which would 
provide the target for ambitious 
recruits to the industry, It would 
sponsor a national educational policy 

a unified standard of attainment 
whick could be recognised as fitting 
its holders for particular posts. 


The London and Home Counties 
Regional Advisory Council and the 
City and Guilds are, we understand, 
now working together on advanced 
courses which, with appropriate 
educational and industrial experi 
ence, might form the basis of such 
a qualification as the Institute would 
recognise, 

Whether the Institute, when 
formed, would aim first at a fairly 
high single standard for member- 
ship, or would aim at comparable 
grades to associate membership, 
membership and fellowship, remains 
to be seen 


Three To Six Years 


Perhaps something on the lines of 
the National Certificate might be 
envisaged: a three-Vears course for 
the equivalent of Ordinary, a fur 
ther two-vears course for the 
Higher, and beyond that an extra 
year for Endorsement, Such a six 
years’ programme of study, backed 
up by experience in industry, should 
produce men capable of holding any 
position in the industry

Scope of Syllabus 


Wood Technology would cover the

Workshop Technology would covet 
a wide range. It would include 
wood machining, machine main 
tenance, methods of manufacture, 
jigs, tools and fixtures, metrology 
and alignments, methods of finishing, 
glueing, bending and forming, and 
construction methods. 

Modern furniture manufacture 
requires a certain knowledge of 
chemistry and physics, The proper 
ties of the latest finishes and 
adhesives, as well as of animal glues, 
necessitate a study of the former, 
while the required knowledge of 
physics would include heat, hydrau- 
lics and pneumatics (use of air and 
oil presses), and mechanics and 
applied mechanics.
